THE BARHYDT-EHRMANN HOME 
1121 South 6th Street 


For over fifty years, the Barhydt-Ehrmann home has been one of 
the most attractive houses in Terre Haute. Graced by low gabled 
windows, arched entrances, marble and tile fireplaces, and a large 
sleeping porch, the house has served as a reminder of the way of life in 
the early 20’s. 

The house was built for Theodore Barhydt in 1921 with some of 
the same materials and based on the same design as the Indiana 
Theatre. However, Barhydt did not live long after completion of his 
home. He died in 1925, and four years later his widow, Henrietta, 
married Albert Ehrmann. 

After Albert’s death, Mrs. Ehrmann lived in the house alone until 
her own death in the early 1950’s, at which time the hcuse was sold to 
Dr. Frank Welch. Five years ago the Welches sold the house to the 
Fraternity of Phi Gamma Delta of Rose-Hulman Institute of 
Technology. 

After the decorators completely refurbish the home to their own 
style and taste, the boys will again return to make it their active 
fraternity dwelling.

In the foyer - entering through the main door, we are reminded of an old 
country manor house. The walls are faced with dark oak mouldings and 
paneling. The arched ceiling could be interesting in itself but has been 
enhanced by plaster castings to invoke a Moorish feeling. Two mirrored doors 
are covered with a shirred open woven fabric in Sapphire blue. The mirrors 
behind reflect light and color. The fabric helps soften the foyer area. An 
unpainted Parson’s Table is used as the focal point here. The covering, bold 
red and blue plaid vinyl coated paper, picks up the hue of the deep red carpet 
and also helps to impart the manor house feeling. 


Hanging above we find a graphic print which repeats the color scheme. 
Accessories include a small white ginger jar lamp with pleated shade, a blue 
ramikin and Swedish glass pieces: decanter set, pitcher with wheat, kruet, 
paper weight and a piece of slag glass. 


At the side of the table hangs a misty blue seascape with chrome frame. 
To complete the area is a Portuguese pewter bucket brimming with lush 
artificial rhododendron leaves.
